SMALL ENTITY STATEMENT 

The U.S. Patent and Trademark (USPTO) permits parties that establish status as a 
Small Entity to pay certain reduced fees (all citations to 37 C.F.R. § 1.27 except as noted).

The "number of employees" is the average number of employees, 
including the employees of its domestic and foreign affiliates, based on 
numbers of employees for each of the pay periods for the preceding 
completed 12 calendar months. "Employees" includes all individuals 
employed on a full-time, part-time, temporary, or other basis. Part-time 
and temporary employees are counted the same as full-time employees. If 
a concern has not been in business for 12 months, use the average number 
of employees for each of the pay periods it has been in business. 13 
C.F.R. § 121.106. 
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Concerns are "affiliates" of each other when one concern directly or 
indirectly controls or has the power to control the other, or when a third 
party or parties controls or has the power to control both concerns. 13 
C.F.R. § 121.103(a). 

(3) Nonprofit organization: 

A university or other institution of higher education located in any 
country. § 1.27(a)(3) (ii)(A). 

An organization of the type described in section 501(c)(3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1986 and exempt from taxation under section 501(a). 
Also included are such organizations located in a foreign country that 
would qualify if it were located in this country. § 1.27(a)(3)(ii)(B),(D). 

A nonprofit scientific or educational organization qualified under a 
nonprofit organization statute of a U.S. state. Also included are such 
organizations located in a foreign country that would qualify if it were 
located in this country. § 1 .27(a)(3)(ii)(C),(D). 

Please note that a license to the Government resulting from a rights determination under 
Executive Order 10096 does not constitute a license that would prohibit claiming Small Entity 
Status. Similarly, for small business concerns and nonprofit organizations, a license to a Federal 
agency resulting from a funding agreement with that agency under 35 U.S.C. § 202(c)(4) is not a 
license that would prohibit claiming Small Entity Status. § 1 .27(a)(4).
